Approval  of  minutes  of  meeting  of  December  18   1991 

The  minutes  of  the  December  18.  1991  visual  Arts  Committee 
meeting  were  approved  as  read  on  a  motion  by  Commissioner 
Boas.   Commissioner  LaRocca  seconded.   The  ayes  were 
unanimous. 

II.   Consent  Calendar 

Approval  of  mural  for  Arlington  Hotel  at  Leavenworth 
and  Ellis;  Johanna  Poettig,  artist,  with  Giahy  Chung 
and  Don  Bonus. 

6.    Approval  of  final  payment  of  $2,766.66  on  Nayland 
Blake's  design  development  contract  for  the  Main 
Library. 

C    Approval  of  final  payment  of  $5,000  on  Alice  Aycock's 
design  development  contract  for  the  Main  Library. 

The  consent  calendar  was  approved  on  a  motion  by 
Commissioner  Boas,  seconded  by  Commissioner  LaRocca.   The 
ayes  were  unanimous. 

III.  Public  Art:     Embarcadero  Promenade  Ribbon  Project 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Promenade  Ribbon 
Project,  reminding  the  commissioners  that  the  benches  and 
bollards  deleted  and  that  function  is  now  provided  by  the 

design.   However,  there  would  be  no  architectural 
credit  to  the  art  budget  for  replacement  of  these  items. 
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Commissioner  Healy  moved  to  recommend  that  a  credit  for 
the  cost  of  the  replaced  bollards  and  benches  be  made  to 
the  art  budget.   She  stated  that  she  would  speak  with 
Chief  Administrative  Officer  Rudy  Nothenberg  regarding 
this.   Commissioner  LaRocca  seconded.   The  ayes  were 
unanimous . 

Barbara  Stauffacher  Solomon  explained  the  artist- team  s 
recommendation  that  trash  receptacles  be  located  at  a 
distance  from  the  Ribbon  and  that  they  be  of  a  simple, 
elegant  design,  preferably  the  same  color  of  concrete  as 
the  sidewalk.   Sasaki,  Assoc,  which  is  performing  design 
review  on  the  project,  agrees  with  this  idea. 

Ms.  Stauffacher  Solomon  discussed  the  necessary  sand- 
blasting of  the  glass  block.   It  was  agreed  that  sand- 
blasting was  only  necessary  on  the  glass  in  the  sidewalk. 
John  Winder,  consulting  architect,  explained  the  team's 
concept  for  fiber-optic  lighting  beneath  the  blocks.   The 
lighting  could  be  tied  into  existing  City  street  lighting 
at  35'  intervals.   He  explained  that  the  City  would  need 
to  lay  empty  conduit  from  the  light  poles  to  the  Ribbon 
and  provide  junction  boxes.   Commissioner  Healy  requested 
that  the  team  consult  a  lighting  designer  or  engineer  to 
insure  safety  and  feasibility. 

CAO  project  manager  Peg  Divine  explained  some  of  the 
problems  with  tying  into  the  City  lighting  system  and 
suggested  several  people  to  contact  concerning 
f easibi 1 i  ty . 

Commissioner  Healy  moved  to  approve  the  revised  glass 
block  design  and  the  lighting  concept,  contingent  upon 
resolution  of  budget,  maintenance  and  feasibility  issues. 
Commissioner  Boas  seconded.   The  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  meeting  be  set  up  between  the  artist- 
team  and  Sasaki  to  resolve  remaining  design  issues  and 
that  the  artists  should  be  apprised  of  design  guidelines 
in  the  Pier  7  area.

tensive  meetings  with  library  personnel  as  well  as  the 
larger  community. 

Commissioner  Healy  moved  to  approve  a  contract  for 
production  of  shop  drawings  and  author  research  for 
$12,000.   Commissioner  Healy  seconded.   it  was  so  moved. 

C.    Budget 

Susan  Pontious  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  artists 
and  architects  had  been  able  to  reduce  their  costs 
sufficiently  to  bring  the  entire  project  in  on  budget 
Commissioner  Healy  moved  approval  of  the  fee  proposal "by 
Pei  Cobb  Freed  and  Partners  and  Simon  Martin-Vegue 
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elstein  Moris  Associated  Architects  of  i  i or 
additional  design  services  and  use  of  their  consultants 
for  art  enrichment  for  the  New  Main  Library. 

Francis  O'Conner  visit 
Debra  Lehane  reported  that  Mr.  O'Conner  had  postponed  his 
visi  t . 

V.  Arts  Commission  Gallery 

Anne  Meissner  asked  it  the  Commissioners  had  questions 
regarding  the  upcoming  gallery  schedule  for  the  corning 
year.   Commissioner  Healy  requested  that  the  issue  of  the 
Gallery,  including  the  schedule,  be  discussed  at  a  special 
meeting.   She  requested  that  a  meeting  be  set  up  as  soon 
as  possible. 

The  proposed  budget  would  not  increase  over  the  current 
budget.   It  includes  $30,000  for  6  indoor  exhibits, 
$18,000  for  3  outdoor  exhibits  and  $9,200  for  operating 
expenses.   Meissner  reiterated  that  there  are  important 
deadlines  coming  up,  including  a  grant  deadline  and 
approval  of  the  April  exhibition  and  plans  for  the  outdoor 
site. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  departed  at  this  time.   All  following 
items  were  presented  as  information  only. 

VI.  Muni-Metro  Extension 

Jill  Manton  presented  a  short  list  of  candidates  for 
participation  on  a  design  team  for  Muni  bridges  over 
Mission  and  Islais  Creek  and  for  a  Muni  vehicle  facility. 
30  candidates  were  reviewed  by  the  curator  and  a  list  of 
five  were  presented  to  Barbara  Moy ,  the  PUC  Project 
Manager.   The  candidates  are:  Kent  Roberts,  Robert 
Catalusci ,  Anita  Margrill  and  the  team  of  Peter  Richards, 
Michael  Oppenheimer  and  Jerry  Lum.   The  fee  for  the 
project  is  based  on  a  typical  architect's  full  time  annual 
salary  of  $50,000.   it  is  expected  that  the  first  phase  of 
the  project  will  require  about  e»  months  of  full  time  work. 

Commissioners  Healy  and  Boas  recommended  that  the  team  of 
Richards,  Oppenheimer  and  Lum  be  approved  for  inclusion  in 
the  design  team. 

VII.  Public  Art     Bayview  Police  Station

VIII.  Public  Art:    Taraval  Police  Station 

Toma  Macneil  asked  the  Commissioners  to  review  the 
composition  of  a  Selection  Panel  for  the  Taraval  Police 
Station.   The  Panel  would  be  composed  of  an  Arts 
Commissioner,  an  Arts  Professional,  preferably  from  the 
community,  Captain  Suttmeier,  Peter  Wong  and  Tonia 
Macneil.   The  project  architect,  Gary  Hoy,  and  the  station 
commander  would  advise  the  panel.   Commissioners  Healy  and 
Boas  agreed  that  an  Arts  Commissioner  was  not  needed  on  a 
panel  for  a  project  of  this  scale. 

IX.  Islais  Creek/Woods  Muni  Facility 

Jill  Manton  asked  the  Commissioners  to  review  a  list  ot 
Potential  panelists  for  the  Selection  Panel  for  the  Islais 
Creek/Woods  Muni  Facility,  and  recommend  four  people    The 
suggested  names  were:  John  Wanette.  Bonny  Lloyd  (the'urban 
Geographer),  Reiko  Goto,  Al  Wong  and  Yolanda  Lopez    The 
Commissioners  agreed  to  recommend  John  Wanette,  Bonny 
Lloyd   Lewis  Desoto  and  Yolanda  Lopez  as  members  of  the 
Selection  Panel. 

X.    Market  Street 

Jill  Manton  presented  the  banner  designs  by  artist  Joe  Sam 
which  will  be  installed  on  Market  Street  lighting  poles 
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between  3rd  and  t>tn  Streets  for  three  months. 
Commissioners  Healy  and  Boas  will  recommend  that  the  Arts 
Commission  approve  the  designs  as  submitted.   The  artist 
will  receive  a  $500  honorarium  for  each  design. 

Manton  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  Photo  Series  for 
Market  Street.   The  first  series  will  be  installed  in  the 
25  Gannett  kiosks  between  Van  Ness  and  Embarcadero  in  late 
March. 

An  alternate  Market  Street  Advisory  Committee  member  is 
needed  to  replace  Judy  Chan.   Possible  replacements  are 
Ellen  Sebastian,  Rene  Pritikin  and  Margaret  Crane.   The 
Commissioners  will  recommend  approval  of  Ellen  Sebastian, 
who  is  the  Director  of  Life  on  the  Water. 

XI.   Muni  Metro  Turnaround 

Artist  Robert  Millar  presented  his  revised  and  additional 
proposals  for  art  to  be  integrated  into  the  Muni  Metro 
Portal  on  the  Embarcadero.   In  addition  to  the 
Commissioners,  Dave  Sutter  and  Flint  Nelson  of  the  PUC 
participated  in  the  discussion. 

The  artist  presented  a  revision  of  his  original  proposal, 
which  previously  had  been  rejected  by  the  Commission  at 
it's  December  meeting  as  well  as  a  new  proposal  for 
mirrored  surfaces  covered  with  text  on  the  interior  walls 
of  the  tube.   The  content  of  the  text  would  be  the  series 
of  questions  the  artist  had  posed  to  himself  in 
researching  the  project. 

Discussion  centered  around  the  intent  of  the  PUC  and  Port 
in  creating  an  opportunity  for  art  work  integrated  into 
the  structure,  and  the  feasibility  of  receiving  approval 
of  the  proposals  from  the  many  agencies  involved.   The 
final  environmental  impact  statement,  or  FEIS,  has  been 
interpreted  to  preclude  any  proposal  which  radically 
altered  the  current  design  of  the  portal  structure. 

The  Commissioners  and  staff  from  the  PUC  agreed  that 
neither  proposal  would  receive  support  at  this  point. 
They  recommended  that  the  artist  re-think  the  project,  and 
that  if  possible  an  additional  three  to  four  weeks  should 
be  made  available  for  this  task. 

The  scope  of  the  project  would  be  extended  to  include  the 
interior  of  the  tunnel  from  the  end  of  the  portal  back  to 
the  Embarcadero  station.   It  was  noted  that  p.arts  of  the

All  of  the  artists  will  involve  children  in 
the  process  of  design  and  implementation  of  their 
projects.   The  projects  will  be  implemented  over  time,  so 
as  to  create  a  series  of  ongoing  activities  in  the  center. 
The  artists  selected  are  Martha  Heavenston  and  the  team  of 
Joe  Sam  and  Joanna  Poethig.   If  additional  funding  is 
available,  the  Panel  also  wished  to  commission  a  team  of 
Juana  Alicia  and  Samboun  Sayasane  as  well.   The 
Commissioners  concurred  with  the  Panel's  decision. 

XIV.  Moscone/Howard  Street 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  current  status  of  the 
Moscone/Howard  Street  Project.   The  artists  have  replied 
in  writing  to  the  concerns  of  the  Commission.   They  will 
not  change  the  text  of  the  original  proposal.   Budget  and 
maintenance  concerns  could  be  alleviated  by  replacing  neon 
with  fiber  optics,  but  the  project  would  still  be  $40,000 
over  budget.   The  team  is  willing  to  work  with  the 
Commission  to  resolve  the  design  issues,  by  either  going 
ahead  with  the  current  project,  or  altering  the  design  to 
avoid  spanning  the  street  but  retaining  the  concept,  or 
starting  over  with  an  entirely  new  concept  developed 
through  a  series  of  meetings  with  the  community  and 
concerned  City  agencies.   The  Commission  also  has  the 
option  to  start  over  again  with  a  new  selection  process. 

A  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  possible 
alternatives,  however  no  agreement  was  reached. 
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The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:05  p.m.

II.  Public  Art:     Mental  Health  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  she  will  ask  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  to  approve  a  payment  of  $18,150  to  George  Gonzalez 
for  Design  Development  for  art  at  the  Mental  Health 
Faci  1 

III.  Public  Art:     Mission  Police  Station 

Tonia  Macneil  introduced  the  project  guidelines  and  time 
line  for  the  Mission  Police  Station.   Commissioner  Mesa- 
Bains  recommended  that  staff  consult  community  organizations 
which  deal  with  youth  at  risk,  such  as  Rap  and  Horizons 
Unlimited,  in  developing  the  program  for  the  lobby  of  the 
Juvenile  Facility.   Commissioner  Healy  will  appoint 
Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  as  the  Arts  Commission  liaison  to 
the  Selection  Panel,  and  herself  as  the  alternate. 

TV.   Public  Art:     Bayview  Police  Station 

Tonia  Macneil  will  request  that  the  Commission  purchase  John 
Scott's  proposal  drawing  for  the  Bayview  Police  Station. 
The  price  of  the  drawing,  framed  is  about  $350.  Funds  are 
available  in  the  art  enrichment  budget. 

V.  Public  Art:     Firestation  #40 

Bruce  Flynn  from  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  presented  the 
plans  for  remodeling  and  upgrading  the  Fire  Station  in  the 
Sunset  at  18th  Avenue.   The  building  is  Monterey  colonial 
style.   The  remodeling  will  add  recessed  side  walls,  replace 
grillwork  on  the  upper  windows,  replace  the  roof  and  change 
the  curve  of  the  garage  arches.   The  construction  budget  is 
$1  million,  therefore  the  2%   art  enrichment  allocation  will 
be  $20,000.   The  logical  sites  for  art  work  are  the 
balconies  or  the  wall  surfaces,  into  which  tile  could  be 
set. 

The  Visual  Arts  Committee  will  further  discuss  the  art 
enrichment  program  once  the  conceptual  design  has  been 
approved  by  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee. 

VI.  Public  Art:     Airport  Parking  Garage 

Clyde  Cohen  from  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  presented  the 
proposed  design  of  a  new  parking  structure  at  the  San 
Francisco  Airport.   The  7-story,  3,000  car  garage  will  be 
located  between  South  Airport  Boulevard  and  an  off-ramp  from 
Highway  380. 
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nrichment  budgf  <>00. 

Mr.  Cohen  proposed  that  art  enrichment  be  integrated  into 

ire  signage  and  graphics  program  of  the  garage, 
through  the  use  of  fiber  optics.   Architectural  credits  will 
be  given  for  replacement  of  standard  signage  and  graphics 
for  the  building. 

The  timeline  for  the  project  is  tight.   Working  drawings 
will  be  complete  by  June,  bids  will  go  out  in  October  and  it 
is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  complete  a  year  from 
October . 

Commissioners  expressed  concern  that  artists  might  be 
strangled  by  too  many  functional  regulations  in  such  a 
project.   However  they  agreed  to  recommend  that  the  Visual 

s  Committee  approve  fiber  optics  as  an  art  concept  for 
the  building. 

VII.  Art  Commission  Gallery 

Anne  Meissner  reported  the  death  of  Helaine  Fortgang,  a 

member  of  the  Gallery's  Advisory  Board. 

Meissner  reported  on  the  plans  for  Exploration  City-Site. 
The  Gallery  has  applied  for  a  LEF  Foundation  grant  to  fund 
part  of  the  program,  and  additional  funding  is  being  sought. 
She  asked  the  Commissioners  to  consider  a  list  of  Selection 
Panelists  for  the  program.   The  Commissioners  recommended 
Judy  Moran,  Mildred  Howard  (with  Renee  Yanez  as  an 
alternate ) ,  David  Robinson  and  one  additional  person  from 
the  list.   Meissner  will  begin  advertising  the  project. 
Awards  will  be  approved  pending  receipt  of  funding. 

Meissner  presented  the  artists  proposed  for  an  April  24th 
exhibition  at  the  Gallery.   The  title  of  the  exhibition  is 
subject :    SIGHT.       It  will  focus  on  small  works  which  deal 
with  aspects  of  seeing.   The  Commissioners  were  concerned 
about  overcrowding,  and  suggested  that  the  exhibit  include 
five  of  the  proposed  artists:   Tom  Foolery,  Peggy  Ingalls, 
Bob  Jones,  Ingrid  Maun,  and  Chris  Daubert.   More  research 
should  be  done  before  approving  proposals  from  other 
artists . 

VIII. Art  Enrichment:      Moscone  Center/Howard  Street 

Joanne  Winship  stated  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  will 
have  three  options  to  consider  when  it  meets  to  decide  on 
the  future  of  the  Mart inez-Petropoulos-White  proposal.   The 
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Commission  may  approve  the  artists'  proposal  in  its  current 
form,  ask  the  team  to  start  again  with  an  entirely  new 
proposal  or  stop  the  project  entirely  and  begin  again  with  a 
new  set  of  guidelines  and  selection  process. 

The  discussion  centered  around  the  need  to  have  more  contact 
with  the  team  before  a  decision  is  made.   The  Commissioners 
will  recommend  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  that  the  artists 
be  invited  to  return  to  San  Francisco  for  another  meeting 
and  that  transportation  costs  be  paid  by  the  Commission. 

IX.   Collections 

A.  The  Arneson  bust 

Recent  correspondence  with  the  Goldstrom  Gallery  concerning 
the  Arneson  bust  was  discussed. 

B.  Storage  Room 

Debra  Lehane  reports  that  the  remodeling  of  the  storage  room 
in  Suite  70  is  complete. 

C.  Computerization  of  the  Collection 

Debra  Lehane  reports  that  she  is  moving  forward  on  the 
computerization  of  the  collection.   The  software  has  been 
ordered  and  should  be  in  place  by  Summer. 

D.  Rivera  Mural  Meeting 

Debra  Lehane  reported  that  she  and  commissioner  Mesa-Bains 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  Diego  Rivera  Mural  Committee.   The 
Committee  must  raise  funds  to  study  how  to  move  the  mural 
and  then  raise  funds  to  move  it.   A  major  concern  at  this 
point  is  to  insure  that  the  wall  in  the  library  is  strong 
enough  to  hold  the  mural.   There  will  be  a  meeting  on  March 
26  to  view  a  video  tape  simulating  the  mural  in  it's  new 
location .

Commissioner  Sklar  moved  to  approve  the  consent  calendar  as 
revised.   Commissioner  Boas  seconded.   It  was  so  moved. 

II.  Collections:    Gift  of  Pedestal  for  Columbus  Statue 
Stephen  Sooter,  of  Heller  and  Leake  Architects  and  Robert 
McCarthy  of  the  Columbus  Memorial  Committee  explained  that 
the  City  of  Genoa  wishes  to  bestow  a  gift  on  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  in  the  form  of  a  base  for  the  Columbus  statue 
located  in  Pioneer  Park  at  Coit  Tower  on  Telegraph  Hill. 

Mr.  Sooter  presented  drawings  of  the  proposed  base,  which 
will  be  an  hexagonal  form,  3  1/2'  high  by  9  1/2'  wide  with 
relief  sculpture  on  three  sides.   The  material  will  be  slate 
from  Columbus'  ancestral  home.   The  bas-relief  carving  will 
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be  done  by  an  Italian  artist.   The  City  of  Genoa  has 
allocated  about  $400,000  for  the  project. 

Commissioner  Sklar  moved  to  accept  the  City  of  Genoa's  gift 
of  a  base  for  the  Columbus  statue.   Commissioner  Baos 
seconded  the  motion.   The  ayes  were  unanimous. 


III.       Art  Enrichment:   Airport  Parking  Garage 
Susan  Pontious  reminded  the  committee  of  the  issues 
discussed  at  the  full  Commission  meeting  regarding  the 
Airport  Parking  Garage.   She  explained  that  the  art 
enrichment  funds  generated  by  the  garage  can  be  used 
throughout  the  airport,  however  there  is  no  room  in  the 
airport  for  more  art  at  this  time,  and  there  will  be  ample 
funds  generated  by  future  expansion. 

The  language  of  the  bond  specifically  allows  these  funds  to 
be  used  for  maintenance,  however  the  art  enrichment 
ordinance  does  not.   If  it  were  legally  possible  to  do  so,  a 
fund  could  be  set  up  for  maintenance  of  the  collection. 
Pontious  suggested  that  this  possibility  should  be 
researched . 

Architect  Clyde  Cohen  reviewed  the  location  of  the  project 
and  the  use  of  fiber-optics  explaining  that  the  building  and 
art  work  would  be  highly  visible  to  thousands  of  people 
twenty-four  hours  a  day. 

There  are  basically  three  possible  actions: 

1.    Divide  the  budget,  using  a  portion  of  the  funds  for  the 

building  and  putting  some  funds  aside  for  maintenance 

needs . 

Put  all  the  funds  aside  for  the  future. 
3.    Use  the  full  Art  Enrichment  allotment  on  this  building. 

Commissoner  Sklar  proposed  that  $100,000  be  put  aside  for 
maintenance  if  that  is  legally  possible,  $50,000  be  set 
aside  for  art  administration  and  $300,000  would  then  be 
available  for  art  enrichment. 

The  committee  agreed  to  table  the  issue  until  more  is  known 
about  the  use  of  funds  for  maintenance.

MARKET  STREET  PROGRAM 

Eleanor  Beaton  began  with  a  status  report  on  Market 
Street  projects.   The  first  photodocumentat ion  series  is 
now  being  printed;  installation  on  the  Gannett  kiosks  is 
planned  for  May  1st. 

The  first  program  Cycle  1  project  to  be  implemented  will 
be  an  installation  by  Philip  Ross  and  Barru  McGee  at  the 
Phelan  Building,  768  Market.   The  installation  will  be  in 
a  former  beauty  supply  store,  turned  souvenir  shop. 
Beaton  showed  slides  of  the  proposed  installation  which 
will  be  completed  by  April  29th  and  on  view  through  May. 

Item  A)   Beaton  proposed  a  set  of  guidelines,  as  follows, 
for  the  poster  series  on  the  Gannett  kiosks  along  Market 
Street  in  order  to  insure  equity  among  artists  and  avoid 
runaway  production  costs: 

1)  an  honorarium  of  $500  per  image  used; 

2)  a  budget  range  of  $2000  to  $3000  provided 

for  each  print  production  of  25  posters; 

3)  artists  to  be  responsible  for  providing 

camera-ready  artwork. 

Guidelines  will  be  clearly  delineated  in  future 
prospectuses  for  the  Market  Street  Program.   For  the 
kiosk  projects  (already  selected  by  the  Market  Street 
Panel  for  Program  Cycle  1  and  approved  in  concept  by  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee)  the  following  budgets  were 
recommended : 

a)  $5000  total  for  6  original  images  and  25  posters 

to  AICA/Headlands; 

b)  $5000  total  for  6  original  images  and  25  posters 

to  the  team  of  Ann  Chamberlain,  Yolanda  Lopez, 
David  Izu,  Julian  Lang,  Brenda  Hutchenson,  and 
Ulysses  Jenkins; 
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•3000  honorarium  for  6  original  images  and  up  to 
$2500  for  25  posters  to  the  team  of  Mike  Mandel 
and  Larry  Sultan; 

d)  $3000  honorarium  for  6  original  images  and  up  to 

$3000  for  25  posters  to  the  team  of  Rene  Castro 
and  Francisco  Alarcon; 

e)  $1500  honorarium  for  3  original  images  and  up  to 

$1500  for  12  posters  to  Maria  Porges; 

f)  $1500  honorarium  for  3  original  images  and  up  to 

$1500  for  12  posters  to  Andrea  Brewster; 

g)  $3000  honorarium  for  3  original  images  and  up 

to  $3000  for  25  posters  to  Hospitality  House.

Commissioner  LaRocca  urged 
staff  to  obtain  an  accurate  accounting  report  from  Clean 
Water  and  arrange  a  special  (emergency,  if  necessary) 

ng  as  soon  as  possible  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
to  review  the  report  and  set  a  plan  of  action.   Healy 
recommended  that  Tom  Tremmer,  Bureau  of  Engineering 
(Landscape  Architecture)  attend  that  meeting  and  report 
in  detail  upon  the  status  of  the  Sunnydale  project  and 
budget.  She  also  asked  staff  to  research  the  history  of 
the  Sunnydale  project  internally  and  to  inform  the  artist 
of  the  meeting.   Bruce  Flynn  offered  to  generate  a  menu 
of  options  for  the  Southeast  Community  Center  alternate. 
It  was  noted  that  a  second  building  known  as  the 
"Headworks"  was  in  the  planning  stages.   Commissioners 
requested  that  staff  meet  with  Clean  Water  to  develop  Art 
Enrichment  guidelines  for  that  site.   These 
recommendations  were  generally  and  strongly  agreed  upon 
by  the  Committee  and  the  Director.

STATEMENT 


To:        Visual  Arts  Committee 
Date:      April  22,  1992 

My  name  is  Freda  Koblick. 

In  1978  I  was  approached  by  the  committee  selecting  art  for 
the  Airport  and  offered  a  commission  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
to  make  the  central  sculpture  for  the  hub  of  the  soon-to-be- 
constructed  United  Airlines  terminal  at  San  Francisco  Airport. 
The  committee  requested  that  the  piece  be  notable  in  several 
respects.   It  was  to  be  created  for  a  specific  site;   it  had  to 
be  of  sufficient  size  to  relate  well  to  the  proportions  of  the 
hub  area;   it  was  to  be  transparent.   As  the  piece  evolved,  its 
design  and  construction  required  experiment  and  risk-taking.   It 
was  to  be  the  largest  piece  ever  cast  in  the  medium  in  which  I 
have  spent  a  lifetime  working. 

My  original  contract  with  the  City  was  amended  to  provide 
additional  sums.   Later,  the  City  Attorney  ruled  that  it  was 
illegal  for  my  original  contract  to  be  amended  and  it  was 
demanded  that  I  return  to  the  City  some  $8,450  in  funds  that  had 
already  been  paid  to  me.   At  the  time  this  demand  was  made  in 
1981  the  piece  had  been  completed  and  I  was  out  of  pocket  some 
$43,000  in  unreimbursed  costs  relating  to  the  fabrication  of  the 
piece.   I  was  forced  to  sue  the  City  to  avoid  bankruptcy  and  to 
require  the  City  to  honor  its  agreement  to  provide  the  promised 
additional  sums.   Although  the  lawsuit  was  eventually  settled 
favorably  to  me,  I  nevertheless  lost  about  $23,000  in  out-of- 
pocket,  hard  dollar  costs  in  completing  the  piece.   These  costs 
did  not  include  the  value  of  the  thousands  of  hours  of  my  time 
spent  constructing  the  piece  between  1978  and  1981. 

This  short  history  is  important  because  it  illustrates  how 
much  of  my  life  I  have  poured  into  the  making  of  Night  Sky.   I 
invested  four  years  and  some  $23,000  of  funds  I  really  did  not 
have  because  the  piece  was  the  highlight  of  a  40  year  career,  all 
of  which  was  spent  in  my  native  San  Francisco,  working  in  a 
medium  (acrylics)  that  very  few  other  artists  had  explored.   That 
investment  all  seemed  worthwhile  when  the  piece  was  finally 
installed  in  1981  because  it  was  my  first  permanent  public  piece 
in  the  city  of  my  birth.   It  was  also  my  hope  that  my  reputation 
would  be  enhanced  by  having  my  work  displayed  to  the  millions  of 
people  who  would  pass  through  the  United  Airlines  terminal. 

My  decade-old  hope  that  my  reputation  would  be  enhanced  by 
the  public  display  of  Night  Sky  has  not  been  fully  realized. 
This  is  in  part  the  case  because  the  Airport  has  refused  during 
the  past  10  years  to  respond  to  my  repeated  requests  to  clean  and 


maintain  the  piece.   Over  this  period,  the  deteriorating 
condition  of  the  piece  has  been  a  continuing  embarrassment  to  me. 

More  distressingly,  and  the  reason  for  my  appearance  here 
today,  I  have  now  learned  that  the  Airport  Art  Advisory  Committee 
has  recommended  to  this  Committee  that  Night  Sky  not  be  rehung 
following  its  removal  some  2  years  ago  after  the  1989  earthguake. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  this  Committee  not  accept  the 
Art  Advisory  Committee's  recommendation  and  instead  recommend  to 
the  Arts  Commission  and  the  Airports  Commission  that  Night  Sky  be 
promptly  rehung  in  the  United  terminal.   I  also  reguest  that 
appropriate  steps  be  taken  to  clean  and  maintain  the  piece  so 
that  its  artistic  integrity  will  be  preserved. 

Statutory  laws  in  California  and  legal  principles  of  broader 
application  (e.g.,  the  First  Amendment)  have  in  effect  eguated  an 
owner's  mistreatment  of  a  work  of  art  with  the  owner's 
mistreatment  of  the  artist  who  made  the  work.   Although  these 
laws  have  possible  application  to  my  situation,  I  am  not  here 
today  to  talk  about  my  legal  rights.   Rather,  I  want  to  emphasize 
the  moral  rights  on  which  such  laws  are  based  -  the  moral  rights 
of  a  living  artist  to  have  the  artist's  work  safeguarded  from 
deterioration  and  damage  with  the  conseguent  diminishment  of  the 
artist's  reputation.   This  moral  right  is  not  mine  alone.   It 
also  belongs  to  a  society  which  values  preserving  the  integrity 
of  artistic  creations. 

I  hope  this  Committee  will  listen  to  my  plea  that  my  moral 
rights  entitle  me  and  my  creative  effort  to  better  treatment 
during  what  remains  of  my  lifetime.   Such  better  treatment  would 
involve  the  prompt  rehanging  of  Night  Sky,  an  agreement  to  not 
remove  the  piece  during  my  lifetime,  and  an  agreement  to  preserve 
the  piece's  integrity  by  cleaning  it  on  a  regular  basis.   If  it 
is  not  possible  to  reinstall  the  piece  in  its  original  location, 
it  would  be  my  hope  that  the  City  would  take  every  conceivable 
step  to  find  a  suitable  space  at  the  Airport  or  elsewhere  in  the 
City  where  Night  Sky  could  be  appropriately  displayed  and 
properly  maintained.

Eleanor  Beaton  summarized  a  request  made  by  the  CAO's  Office 
(Waterfront  Transportation  Projects)  and  the  Port  to 
increase  the  scope  of  work  for  Manwaring  &  Olmstead  on  the 
signage  project.

Agenda  item  A)   Meissner  distributed  an  informational  memo 
to  the  Committee  outlining  proposed  methods  for  handling  FY 
92-93  schedule  and  staffing  changes  due  to  the  recent  budget 
cuts.   In  summary:  staff  will  be  cut  from  100%  to  80%  time, 
hours  open  to  the  public  will  be  reduced,  there  will  be 
fewer  and  longer  exhibitions.   Meissner  also  outlined 
several  exhibition  concepts  for  FY  92-93.   A  general 
discussion  of  public  accessibility,  staff  workload,  and 
fundraising  followed.

Beldner  and  Robin  Lasser;  and,  an  installation  of  mirrors, 
scopes,  sound  and  hearing  devices  by  Werner  Klotz. 

Concerning  the  proposed  work  by  Wang  Po  Shu,  Commissioner 
LaRocca  cautioned  against  penetration  of  the  Gallery  floor 
and  advised  staff  to  seek  a  floor  installation  method  that 
would  not  leave  a  permanent  "dotted"  look  to  the  floor.

VI.   MUNI-METRO  TURNAROUND  PORTAL  ART  PROJECT 

Susan  Pontious  gave  a  brief  history  and  update  of  the 
project  citing  several  design  concerns  --  some  brought  to 
the  Commission's  attention  by  the  artist  Robert  Millar  and 
others  by  the  Waterfront  Transportation  Project's  urban 
design  consulting  team  of  Sasaki  &  Associates. 

Robert  Millar  was  present  and  answered  questions  regarding 
unresolved  specifications  for  the  palm  tree  planting  area  in 
relation  to  root-ball  size  and  survivability;  and,  PUC 
proposed  changes  to  the  color  of  the  artwork  as  currently 
speci f ied . 

Committee  members  expressed  serious  concern  over  the  changes 
to  Millar's  design  purportedly  proposed  by  the  PUC  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  (UEB).  They  asked  staff  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  UEB  reminding  them  that  both  the  palms  and  the 
color  are  crucial  elements  of  the  artwork  and  elimination 
of,  or  change  to,  either  element  would  require  re-submission 
of  the  work  to  the  Art  Commission  for  new  approval. 

Staff  was  also  asked  to  arrange  a  meeting  between  Visual 
Arts,  Civic  Design,  the  Port,  Waterfront  Transportation,  and 
the  artist  to  review  the  project  specifically  in  light  of 
the  Sasaki  comments. 


VII.  ARTIST  GENERATED  PROJECT 

Elaine  Badgley  Arnoux  presented  her  project  "The  New 
Frontier:  Rebuilding  the  American  Dream",  a  caravan  of 
shopping  carts  cum  covered  wagons  construct  and  painted  by 
homeless  people  to  "challenge  the  community  and  the  nation 
to  meet  the  'New  Frontier'  of  human  suffering  and  misery".

Supplemental 
funding  is  being  sought  through  either  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  DPW  or  the  CAO's  Office.

sand-filled  receptacles)  since  it  is  a  now-traditional 
destination  and  ritual  for  the  march.

X.    MARKET  STREET  ART  IN  TRANSIT:   BRETT  COOK 

Eleanor  Beaton  introduced  artist  Brett  Cook  and  presented 
his  proposal  for  the  "Book  of  Questions"  (first  issue)  as 
part  of  the  Market  Street,  Cycle  I  program.  The  piece  is 
proposed  for  the  front  of  the  Embassy  Theater  and  confronts 
issues  of  racism  and  power  --  as  have  been  brought  to  the 
forefront  recently  in  Los  Angeles  and  worldwide.

III.  Muni-Metro  Turnaround  Portal  Art  Project 

Susan  Pontious;  Dave  Sutter;  Emilio  Cruz;  Paul 
Osmundson 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  at  the  last  Visual  Arts 
Committee  meeting,  the  Committee  expressed  concern 
aPout  three  issues  relative  to  the  artist's  design  for 
the  portal  art  project:  1 )the  feasiPility  of  the  palm 
trees  and  2)the  color  specified  by  the  artist.   Susan 
reported  that  a  third  problem  that  had  arisen  was  the 
shape  of  the  portal  doorway. 

A  letter  from  the  artist  describing  the  importance  of 
these  three  elements  to  the  artistic  design  was  read 
into  the  record  and  is  incorporated  here  as  Appendix  A. 

Dave  Sutter  from  the  P.U.C.  gave  an  update  on  the 
current  status  of  the  design.   He  reported  that  a 
consultant  hired  by  the  P.U.C.  had  confirmed  that  the 
palm  trees  could  survive  in  that  location  and  was 
developing  planting  and  watering  specifications. 

Sutter  showed  the  design  drawings  of  the  planters  and 
light  bases.   They  will  be  constructed  using  a  pre-cast 
concrete  shell  and  use  gunite  to  create  the  sculpted 
form.   Commissioner  LaRoca  said  that  the  planter  box 
wall  should  be  6"  thick  to  look  in  scale  with  the 
trees.   The  Committee  also  recommended  that  the  joint 
between  the  precast  and  the  gunite  might  be 
problematical  and  should  receive  further  study. 

The  portal  door  design  was  discussed.   Dave  Sutter 
reported  that  the  door  could  not  be  built  as  per  the 
artist's  oval  design  because  it  was  not  in  keeping  with 
State  Code  Title  24.   Muni  operations  also  objected  to 
having  a  lip  on  that  door. 

The  white  paint  specified  by  the  artist  was  discussed. 
P.U.C. 's  objection  to  the  white  color  were  noted  as 
follows:   the  white  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  color 
palette  of  the  rest  of  the  Embarcadero  and  maintenance 
problems.   Dave  Sutter  advised  the  Committee  that  he 
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thought  the  white  color  was  a  very  poor  idea  because  it 
would  show  dirt  and  grease. 

Susan  Pontious  advised  the  Committee  that  the  P. 
regarded  the  maintenance  of  the  paint  the  Art 
Commission's  responsibility,  but  that  the  Art 
Commission  had  no  funds  for  this  purpose. 

nilio  Cruz  from  the  C.A.O.'s  office  was  asked  if  the 
C.A.O.'s  $50,000  maintenance  fund  for  the  Embarcadero 
Art  Projects  could  be  used  for  this  purpose.  He  said 
yes,  if  such  funds  could  be  identified  to  set  up  the 
maintenance  fund.  However,  as  yet  no  such  funds  have 
been  identified. 

Paul  Osmundson  from  the  Port  was  asked  if  the  Port 
would  waive  the  color  palette  criteria  for  the  project. 
He  said  that  while  the  Port  had  approved  general  over 
all  design  criteria  for  the  Embarcadero  and  the  art 
projects,  they  had  not  adopted  a  specific  set  of  design 
criteria.   Since  the  white  color  was  part  of  an  art 
project,  we  would  not  need  a  waiver  from  the  Port. 

He  reported  that  the  Port  Commission  would  be  asked  to 
approve  the  Embarcadero  Portal  Art  Project  at  their 
August  meeting. 

In  resolution,  the  majority  of  the  Committee  continued 
to  support  the  white  paint.  The  artist  and  the  P.U.C. 
will  continue  to  try  to  find  a  way  to  resolve  the  door 
design  issue.

I  am  sorry  that  I  will  be  unable  to  make  the  meeting  you  have  arranged  tor  next  week.  I  have  had 
this  trip  lo  the  east  coast  planned  lor  several  months 

As  you  have  requested,  I  will  attempt  lo  articulate  6ome  ol  my  thoughts  regarding  two  outstanding 
issues  we  discussed  yesterday  regarding  the  currently  approved  proposal . 

I.  Color 

Except  tor  the  train  rails,  the  lamp  poles,  the  catenary  lines,  and  the  trees  everything  ol 
the  pro|ect  site  Is  white  and  coated  with  antl-gralflll  sealer.  The  concrete  Is  coated  with  a 
white  concrete  stain.  This  Includes  all  poured  In  place  concrete  and  concrete  pavers, 
cobbleslone  or  otherwise.  All  metal  elements  are  painted  to  match  the  white  ol  Ihe 
concrete  slain. 

It  Is  excessive.  It  Is  lntand9d\o  be  excessive.  It  is  obsessive.  It  Is  Intended  lobe 
obsessive. 

Along  with  all  the  other  details  ol  the  art  project,  It  suggests  a  meticulous  approaoh  to  the 
creation  ol  a  public  space. 

An  extremely  crucial  element  of  this  work  Is  In  Its  extreme  nature.  Without  the  extremes,  il 
does  not  have  lis  value.  It  must  have  Its  details  In  order  lo  exlsl  and  become  Ihe  work. 
Without  them,  the  work  will  not  exist. 

II.  Trees 

I  have  no  new  Inlormatlon  on  the  trees.  I  have  bean  told  by  the  experts  at  Bechtel,  after 
they  accomplished  extensive  research,  the  the  palms  specified  would  not  survive  In  the 
planters  specified.  The  last  I  heard,  they  were  on  a  search  lor  an  expert  who  would 
conllrm  that  Ihe  palms  would  survive. 

III.  boor 

As  we  discussed  on  the  telephone,  there  has  been  some  talk  about  changing  the  door 
that  I  had  specified.  This  door  was  specified  and  approved  In  30%  conceptual  design. 
On  several  occasions  Bechtel  told  me  lhal  It  couldn't  be  done.  Each  time  I  called  Dave 
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Suiter  about  H  and  he  repeatedly  assured  me  that  It  would  be  done.  Now,  I  am  told  again 
that  it  can't  be  done.  The  form  of  the  door  Is  crucial.  Nothing  I  have  In  the  project  Is  ol  a 
right  angle.  A  change  In  the  door  would  destroy  the  work,  or  would  at  least  push  me  back 
into  conceptual  design. 

I  hope  that  you  can  help  me  with  these  matters.

July  17,  1992 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  July  17th  Visual  Arts  Comnmttee 
meeting,  the  following  items  were  presented  for  information 
only  to  Commissioners  Healy  and  LaRocca. 

I.  Hospital  Parking  Garage 

Tonia  Macnei 1 ;  Ann  Chamberlain;  Fong  &  Chan  Architects 
Ann  Chamberlain  presented  her  conceptual  proposal  for 
art  enrichment  at  the  Hospital  Parking  Garage.     She 
proposed  taking  over  the  graphics  and  signage  in  the 
garage;   historical  images  would  be  etched  on  16"  x  20" 
colored  plexiglass  and  mounted  on  the  columns.   Each 
parking  area  would  be  identified  with  an  image  and  a 
color  and  the  signage  would  be  lit.   In  more  public 
areas,  (such  as  waiting  areas  around  elevators),  the 
images  would  be  repeated  with  some  explanatory  text. 

Tonia  Macnei 1  reported  that  it  had  not  yet  been 
determined  whether  or  not  the  budget  would  sustain  this 
concept  throughout  the  entire  garage.

A.  di  Suvero  sculpture 

Mark  di  Suvero  has  reviewed  the  revised  plans  for 
South  Beach  Park  where  his  sculpture  will  be 
located  and  is  pleased.   He  will  make  a  scale 
model,  and  project  landscape  architect  Bob  LaRoca 
will  make  a  scale  plan  for  the  sculpture  model. 

B.  Promenade   Signage  and  Ribbon  Projects 

The  bids  for  both  have  come  in  slightly  over 
budget.   Michael  Manwaring  proposes  to  reduce  the 
number  of  some  of  his  signs  to  meet  the  budget.

Director  Winship  requested  that  the  Budget 
Office  consider  holding  the  gallery  assistant 
position  in  lieu  of  the  director's  position,  to 
which  they  have  agreed. 

Since  the  gallery  program  will  be  undergoing 
evaluation,  salery  savings  may  be  affected  with 
fewer  hours.   In  addition  to  not  filling  the 
gallery  assistant  position  and  reducing  the  gallery 
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director  posiition  to  half-time,  the  staff  funded 
by  the  General  Fund  would  have  their  hours  reduced 
to  a  7-hour  work  day.

Hospital  Parking  Garage 

Tonia  Macneil  introduced  project  artist  Ann 
chamberlain,  who  proposed  a  new  project  design  for  the 
garage . 

Chamberlain  reported  that  with  her  new  design,  she 
sought  to  better  serve  the  local  community,  who  would 
not  be  using  the  interior  of  the  garage.   Her  new 
proposal  draws  on  the  past  use  of  the  site  as  a  Muni 
barn.   She  proposes  to  use  the  imprint  of  the  old  rail 
lines  to  implant  stories  on  the  24th  sidewalk.   The 
"path"  of  the  old  rail  lines  will  be  marked  with 
colored  concrete,  and  stamped  with  text  about  the 
historical  use  of  the  site  and  stories  from  the 
surrounding  community.   The  "paths"  will  terminate  at 
the  fence  around  the  garage  site.   Benches  made  from 
the  wheels  of  old  muni  cars  will  line  the  fence. 
Lighting  may  also  be  used  to  enhance  the  site  at  night. 

Discussion  ensued  as  to  the  feasibility  of  extending 
the  track  line  into  the  street.   Commissioner  Demetrius 
requested  that  the  Committee  review  a  detail  of  the 
transition  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  street  at  a 
later  date. 

For  the  23rd  St.  entrance,  Chamberlain  proposed  using 
the  cross  that  forms  an  architectural  detail  on  the 
hospital  building,  and  repeating  the  form  on  the 
facades  of  the  23rd  St.  entrance.   She  proposes  to 
create  a  grid  of  cross  niches  in  the  precast  concrete 
wall,  which  might  be  rear  illuminated.   Historical 
pictures  from  the  hospital  could  also  be  introduced 
into  the  niches. 

Macneil  reported  that  there  were  some  feasibility  and 
budget  issues  with  these  projects  which  would  be 
further  investigated.

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  Civic  Design  had  given  the 
garage  Phase  III  approval  except  for  the  corner  where 
the  artwork  will  be  installed.   She  reported  that  the 
artists  have  until  Dec.  11th  to  make  their  proposals. 
Macneil  requested  that  a  joint  Visual  Arts  and  Civic 
Design  meeting  be  scheduled  to  review  the  proposal 
recommended  by  the  Selection  Panel. 

The  committee  stressed  that  as  a  result  of  Civic 
Design's  action,  the  artists  have  greater  freedom  to 
consider  addressing  the  whole  corner  (front  panels, 
grill  and  turret)  of  the  building,  and  requested  that 
Macneil  clearly  communicate  this  to  the  artists. 
Commissioner  LaRocca  suggested  that  Macneil  talk  with 
the  architects  to  develop  the  most  cost  effective 
means,  such  as  the  use  of  add/alternates  or  addendum  to 
incorporate  the  artist's  proposal. 

IV.  New  Main  Library/Pioneer  Monument 

A.  Library  Construction  Bids 

Anthony  Bernheim  of  Simon  Martin-Vegue  Winkelstein 
and  Morris  reported  to  the  Committee  that  the  bids 
for  the  library  were  in.   Of  the  eight  bids 
received,  six  were  below  the  City's  budget  and  two 
were  equal  to  the  budget.   He  expects  the  contract 
to  be  awarded  next  week.   He  expects  that 
construction  will  begin  this  spring  and  be 
completed  by  late  1995. 

B.  Pioneer  Monument 

Debra  Lehane  reviewed  the  position  of  the  new  site 
for  the  Pioneer  Monument  in  the  context  of  the 
Civic  Center  design  axes  and  in  relation  to  the 
Simon  Bolivar  monument. 

The  Committee  then  heard  the  following  public 
testimony : 

Winchell  Hayward:   Mr.  Hayward  made  the  following 
points  in  support  of  orienting  the  monument  toward 
the  east : 
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1  .    The  artist  had  originally  oriented  the 
monument  facing  away  from  City  Hall. 

2.  Motion  #1  of  the  9/21/92  Civic  Design  minutes 
should  dictate  the  orientation  of  the 
monument . 

3.  The  location  of  the  Simon  Bolivar  sculpture 
is  irrelevant  because  it  is  280'  away  from 
the  monument . 

4.  The   controversial  "Early  Days"  grouping  will 
be  prominent  regardless  of  which  direction 
the  monument  faces,  and  so  would  be  no  more 
or  less  likely  to  be  vandalized  just  because 
it  faces  City  Hall. 

5 .  The  monument  should  face  east  because  the 
female  figure  represents  the  "Goddess" 
Eureka,  so  it  should  face  the  gold  mines. 

The  grizzly  bear  should  also  look  towards  his 
home  in  the  Sierras. 

Debra  Lehane  responded  that  the  9/21/92  Civic 
Design  motion  cited  by  Mr.  Hayward  referred  not  to 
the  orientation  of  the  monument,  but  to  restoring 
the  plaza  design  around  the  monument. 

Mr.  Hayward  then  began  a  discussion  of  the  bollard 
design,  but  the  Committee  decided  to  deal  only 
with  the  issue  of  the  monument  orientation.

Public  testimony  being  complete,  the  Committee 
discussed  the  issue.

Rene  Yung  presented  her  concept  for  the  art  enrichment 
for  the  Chinatown  Branch  Library.   Yung  explained  that 
the  intent  of  her  proposal  is  to  create  a  sense  of 
belonging,  memory  and  place.

IV.  Fire  Station  #37 

Artist  Wang  Po  Shu  presented  his  proposal  for  Fire 
Station  #37  to  the  Committee.   The  artist  proposed 
double  1:3:5  progression  harmonic  sculpture  in  5  parts. 
It  will  consist  of  five  metal  spheres,  2  bronze  and  3 
copper,  each  with  a  tuning  fork  within.   The  harmonic 
progression  of  the  tuning  forks  would  be  inversely 
proportioned  to  the  size  of  the  respective  spheres  of 
their  encasements.   Two  of  the  copper  spheres  will  be 
installed  on  the  facade  of  the  new  building,  and  one 
over  the  new  public  entrance  of  the  old  building.   Two 
solid  bronze  spheres  will  be  melted  down  and  cast  into 
puddle  forms;  one  will  be  inlaid  in  front  of  the  new 
apparatus  door,  and  one  inlaid  in  front  of  the  new 
public  entrance.   Each  will  have  a  tuning  fork  embedded 
underneath,  inside  a  capsule. 

The  sphere  and  puddle  forms  were  inspired  by  the  forms 
of  historical  blown-glass  fire-extinguishers  which  were 
filled  with  carbontetra  chloride.   The  spheres  were 
thrown  directly  at  the  fire,  breaking  the  glass  and 
releasing  the  chemical.   The  intent  of  the  tuning  forks 
are  to  harmonize  any  vibrations  around  the  building. 
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Although  one  will  not  be  able  to  actually  hear  the 
tuning  forks,  the  artist  believes  that  their 
harmonizing  activity  will  nonetheless  have  a  positive 
effect  on  the  site. 

The  artist  will  be  working  with  the  project  architect, 
Chris  Bigelow,  to  refine  the  manner  in  which  the 
spheres  interface  with  the  building  facades.   On  the 
new  building,  the  artist  is  exploring  how  the  metal 
panel  above  the  apparatus  door  can  be  manipulated  into 
concave  curves  where  it  attaches  to  the  spheres.

Ms.  Manton  also  reported  that  the  Dept .  of  Recreation 
and  Parks  wants  the  artist  to  waive  their  rights  under 
California  Preservation  Act  if  they  choose  to  design 
play  sculpture  or  a  climbing  wall.   Susan  Pontious 
expressed  concern  about  the  liability  the  artist  would 
be  assuming  for  sculptures  that  are  intended  for 
climbing . 

Ms.  Ng  reported  that  if  an  artist  designs  "occasional' 
sculptures  in  the  landscape,  Recreation  and  Park  wants 
them  to  be  low  (approximately  2').

III.  Richmond  Recreation  Center 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  Selection  Panel  for'  the 
Richmond  Recreation  Center  had  met  to  interview  the 
finalists  for  the  Richmond  Recreation  Center.   The  vote 
was  4  to  2  (the  project  architects  dissenting)  in  favor 
of  the  selection  of  Seyed  Alavi.   The  community 
advisors  also  supported  Mr.  Alavi 's  selection. 
However,  the  project  architect,  Bob  Marquis,  refused  to 
work  with  Mr.  Alavi,  and  Tim  Lillyquist  from  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Dept .  has  stated  that  he  will  not 
force  his  architect  to  work  with  an  artist  against  his 
will.   The  other  members  of  the  Selection  Panel  want 
the  process  upheld. 
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Manton  stated  that  the  Committee  had  three  options: 

1.  Uphold  the  Panel's  Recommendation  to  have  Mr. 
Alavi  collaborate  with  the  architect. 

2.  Select  another  artist  to  collaborate  with  the 
archi  tec  t . 

3.  Select  one  or  more  artists  to  work  on  a  project 
for  the  site,  rather  than  as  project 

co 1 laborators . 

The  Committee  heard  the  following  testimony: 

Rene  de  Guzman,  selection  panel  member,  testified  that 
he  was  disappointed  that  the  opportunity  to  have  this 
leading  San  Francisco  artist  work  on  a  city  building 
was  being  jeopardized.   He  reported  that  the  panelists 
truly  felt  Mr.  Alavi  was  the  best  choice,  as  did  the 
community  representatives.   Mr.  Alavi 's  work  is 
community  based;  he  integrates  their  needs  into  his 
project.   This  approach  is  represented  by  the  artist's 
recent  installation  at  the  New  Museum  in  New  York,  and 
by  recent  murals  executed  in  freeway  overpasses  in 
Oakland.   The  artist  worked  with  kids  to  identify 
issues  of  importance  to  them  for  the  murals. 

Mr.  de  Guzman  said  that  the  architect's  judgement  was 
based  soley  on  the  artist's  presentation.   He  wanted  to 
assure  the  Committee  that  this  was  not  a  "monster 
artist".   He  wanted  to  know  how  seriously  the  City  was 
going  to  consider  input  of  the  panel  and  the  Community. 

Manton  reported  that  the  panel  consisted  of  Cher> 1 
Riley,  Rene  Yung,  Rene  d  Guzman,  Genny  Lim,  Bob  Marquis 
and  Hal  Brandes.   She  reported  that  since  a 
representative  from  Recreation  and  Parks  could  not 
attend,  they  gave  their  vote  to  the  architects.   The 
Advisory  Panel  members  were  Pat  Kaussen,  David  Kroll, 
and  Bob  Nist. 

The  Committee  asked  for  the  composition  of  the 
Selection  Panel  and  advisors.   Manton  reported  that  she 
asked  the  panel  to  rank  the  artists  on  a  4  -  1  scale. 
She  said  the  tally  was  as  follows: 

Seyed  Alav i :  15 

Martha  Heavenston:   14 

Frances  Butler:      12 

Ruth  Asawa :  1 1 
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Commissioner  Healy  made  the  point  that  in  the  future, 
if  a  client  could  not  attend  a  Selection  Panel  meeting, 
they  would  loose  their  vote.   An  agency  cannot  give 
their  vote  to  the  architect. 

Rene  de  Guzman  again  testified  that  the  posture  of  Mr. 
Alavi's  art  made  him  the  most  qualified  for  the  role  of 
co-designer  with  an  architect. 

Commissioner  Lim  testified  that  the  panel  thought  that 
Mr.  Alavi  was  most  qualified  for  the  job  as  conceptual 
des  igner . 

Commissioner  Demetrios  asked  what  the  panelists  thought 
the  Center  would  gain  from  a  collaboration  with  this 
art  i  st . 

Rene  de  Guzman  testified  that  it  would  be  the  element 
of  community  involvement  and  ownership. 

Pat  Kaussen  from  the  Richmond  Neighborhood  Center 
testified  that  it  would  be  bringing  in  the  element  of  a 
conceptual  artist,  who  would  contribute  a  new  view  of 
how  we  live  our  lives,  and  bring  different  cultures  and 
professions  together. 

Bob  Marquis,  project  architect,  testified  that 
collaboration  on  the  project  was  still  possible  and 
would  enhance  the  building.   He  has  30  years  of 
experience  of  collaborating  with  artists  and  supports 
the  idea  of  an  artist  as  co-designer.   But,  he  reported 
that  Jill  Manton  had  assured  him  that  the  artist 
selected  would  be  someone  he  could  work  with. 

He  said  that  the  artists  must  be  kindred  spirits  to 
work  together.   And  even  if  hie  is  completely  wrong 
about  Seyed  Alavi,  he  feels  he  cannot  relate  to  that 
artist.    He  emphasized  that  he  could  work  with  any  of 
the  other  finalists. 

He  said  that  he  couldn't  work  with  Seyed  because  his 
work  was  totally  conceptual  and  would  not  be  right  for 
the  building.   He  also  did  not  believe  that  the  work 
would  be  appropriate  for  the  community. 

He  said  he  was  under  instructions  from  the  client  to 
accept  any  compromise  the  Committee  wanted  to  put 
forward.   He  admitted  that  other  than  the  initial 
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interview,  he  had  not  sat  down  and  talked  to  the  artist 
about  what  his  ideas  might  be  for  the  building.   He 
said  he  objected  to  the  artist's  work  at  the  initial 
screening . 

Jill  Manton  showed  slides  of  Seyed  Alavi's  work.   Bob 
Marquis  reviewed  the  current  status  of  the  building 
design . 

The  Committee  suggested  that  the  architect  sit  down 
with  the  artist,  three  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
members,  and  the  client  within  a  week  to  at  least 
discuss  some  ideas. 

Commissioner  Healy  appointed  Commissioners  Demetrios, 
LaRocca  and  herself  to  attend.   Commissioner  Lim  would 
attend  as  an  alternate. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  stated  that  the  architect  has  to 
be  assured  that  the  artist  has  the  maturity  to 
understand  materials  and  that  the  work  has  to  be 
permanent.   He  said  that  you  can't  force  people 
together . 

ORDERED:  a  meeting  between  members  of  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  and  artist  Seyed  Alavi,  architect  Bob 
Marquis,  and  a  representative  from  the  Dept.  of 
Recreation  and  Parks  to  explore  the  ability  of  the 
artist  and  architect  to  work  together  on  the  Richmond 
Recreation  Center.

IV.   Firestation  #37 

Artist  Wang  Po  Sho  presented  his  model  of  his  artwork 
on  the  facade  elevation  of  Firestation  #37,  as  well  as 
a  prototype  of  the  tuning  fork,  sphere,  and  copper 
"envelope".   Chris  Bigelow,  the  project  architect, 
reported  to  the  Commissioners  that  he  felt  that  the 
envelope  should  be  stretched  more  to  provide  more  of  a 
sense  of  movement.   The  Committee  directed  the  Artist 
and  the  Architect  to  continue  to  refine  that  part  of 
the  sculptural  relationship.

Karen  Ringlien,  of  SPP-LET  Associates,  and  Thomas  Marsh 
presented  Thomas  Marsh's  sculpture  proposal  for  the 
open  space  area  around  235  Pine.   The  Commission  had 
previously  approved  a  proposal  for  the  site  by  the  late 
Joan  Brown.   Karen  Ringiien  reported  that  her  company 
had  tried  to  carry  through  with  that  project  after  Ms. 
Brown's  death,  but  had  not  received  any  response  from 
the  f ami ] y . 

The  proposal  by  Thomas  Marsh  also  used  the  theme  of 
Ohlone  Native  Americans.    He  propsed  using  a  black 
granite  column  on  which  he  would  install  11  bronze 
plaques  with  images  and  text  about  the  Ohlones. 
Comments  from  the  Committee  included  the  following 
observations:   the  column  was  too  funereal;  the  flat 
top  was  awkward;  the  polished  granite  blended  too  much 
with  the  rest  of  Montgomery  St. ;  the  plaques  were  too 
small  and  the  materials  were  not  integrated.   The 
Committee  suggested  making  the  images  larger  and 
perhaps  making  the  piece  out  of  one  material. 

The  Committee  directed  the  artist  to  re-study  his 
proposal  and  return  with  a  revised  design.   It  also 
requested  that  SPP-LET  Associates  provide  an  accounting 
of  the  required  percent- for-art  funds. 

VI.  Market  St. 

Eleanor  Beaton  and  lirett  Cook  presented  Cook's  revised 
design  for  his  2-part  billboard  series.

VII.  Mission  Police  Station 

Jill  Manton  introduced  (Jail  Wittwer,  who  worked  with 
Gary  Dwyer  to  collect  stories  from  residents  around  the 
Mission  Police  Station.   She  presented  the  proposed 
text  and  framing  materials.   The  Committee  agreed  that 
the  proposed  framing  materials  and  presentation  of  the 
text  looked  too  formal  and  forbidding.   They  suggested 
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that  the  artist  consider  staggering  the  arrangement  of 
the  frames  on  the  wal L ,  making  the  text  and  paper 
larger,  and  using  a  lighter  weight  frame,  or  using 
colored  type . 

The  Committee  agreed  to  read  the  text  so  that  it.  could 
be  approved  under  Committee  reports  at  the  next 
Commission  meeting. 

VIII.  Mission  Branch  Library 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  the  Selection  Panel  had 
recommended  selection  of  the  proposal  submitted  by 
Emmanuel  Montoya.   The  Committee  commented  that  they 
felt  that  the  figures  were  too  stereotyped,  and  should 
be  re-studied.

ORDERED:  Authorization  to  make  final  payment  of  $3,000 
on  Alice  Aycock's  design  development  contract  for  the 
New  Main  Library.

X.  Taravel  Police  Station 

Arthur  Gonzalez  presented  a  model  of  a  portion  of  the 
"globe  with  animals"  piece,  and  his  revised  design  of 
the  companion  piece.   The  revised  design  featured 
animals  drinking  from  a  pond,  which  will  tie  sculptural, 
with  a  more  2-d imens ional  frieze  on  the  bottom 
depicting  animals  interacting  with  humans.   He  says  the 
theme  of  the  work  is  "protection",  which  relates  to  the 
Police  model  of  "Serve  and  Protect".   The  artist  stated 
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that  he  would  work  with  a  lower  relief  to  make  the  work 
less  vulnerable. 

ORDERED:   Approval  of  Author  Gonzalez's  scale  model  and 
revised  proposal  for  Taraval  Police  Station. 
Motion:   Lim/LaRocca 
Vote:     Unanimous 

XI.  Waterfront  Transportation  Projects 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  bids  had  come  back  for 
the  Waterfront  North  Embarcadero.   She  said  that  the 
Contractor  who  was  the  low  bidder  for  the  project  had 
bid  very  high  on  the  Promenade  Ribbon  portion,  pricing 
the  project  at  $140  a  square  foot  which  made  it  more 
than  $300,000  over  budget.   The  next  lowest  bidder,  who 
was  only  $100,000  higher  than  the  winning  bid,  came  in 
at  $20  a  square  foot  for  the  Promenade  Ribbon.   His  bid 
gave  us  a  $25,000  surplus.   The  signage  project  came  in 
70%  over  budget. 

The  CAO ' s  office  is  insisting  that  the  art  project 
remain  within  its  budget  despite  the  fact  that  the 
overall  Embarcadero  project  is  within  budget,  and  the 
Contractor  is  clearly  overcharging  for  the  Ribbon 
portion . 

Manton  reported  that  if  we  deleted  the  Promenade  Ribbon 
Project  from  the  General  Contractor's  work,  and  re-bid 
it,  we  would  be  charged  a  20%  penalty,  not  to  mention 
all  the  coordination  headaches. 

It  was  agreed  that  Manton  would  try  to  arrange  for  both 
Ann  Halstead  from  the  Port  and  Anne  Healy  to  meet  with 
Rudy  Nothenberg  to  negotiate  an  agreement  for  the 
Ribbon  Project. 

She  also  reported  that  after  reviewing  the  sample's  for 
the  signage  project,  Michael  Manwaring  has  decided  that 
he  needs  to  modify  his  design  to  make  bolder  lines. 

XII.  Old  Business 

Commissioner  Demetrios  requested  the  language  be 
drafted  to  insert  into  artist's  contracts  advising  them 
of  the  City's  right  to  remove,  store,  or  deaccession 
their  artwork.   He  would  also  like  for  the 
Commissioner's  to  have  a  draft  of  the  Commissions 
deaccessioning  policies  before  the  May  meeting.

Item  I  was  discussed  for  purposes  of  information  only  due  to 
lack  of  quorum. 

I.    Millbrae  Water  Facility 

Tonia  Macneil  provided  information  on  new  art  enrichment  at 
the  Millbrae  Water  Facility.  Three  new  buildings  are  planned 
and  an  existing  headquarters  building  will  be  renovated. 
The  art  enrichment  budget  has  not  yet  been  determined  but 
may  be  as  high  as  $400,000. 

The  project  architect  has  expressed  interest  in  having  an 
artist  on  board  for  the  conceptual  development  phase. 

Staff  has  met  with  the  client  and  project  architect   and 
outlined  potential  art  opportunities.   The  new  Water  Control 
Laboratory  building  and  exterior  open  spaces  are  the  most 
promising  .   The  use  of  running  water  in  an  artistic 
solution  was  urged  by  the  Water  Department  staff. 

Staff  will  conduct  an  open  competition.   Commissioner 
Demetrios  expressed  the  need  for  an  artist  who  is  able  to 
conceptualize  art  possibilities  within  the  context  of 
architectural  development.   Staff  will  actively  recruit 
artist  candidates  who  would  be  an  appropriate  match  to  the 
conceptual  requirements  of  the  project. 

Staff  proposed  that  the  artist  selection  be  carried  out  in 
two  phases.   In  the  first  phase  an  artist  or  artists  team 
will  work  on  conceptutal  design  level  with  the  design/ 
engineering  team.   In  the  second  phase,  as  defined  by 
conceptual  design,  there  will  be  additional  opportunities 


for  artist  commissions  and  specific  projects. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  voiced  the  need  for  planning  so  that 
mechanical  costs  associated  with  running  water  be  allocated 
to  the  architecture  rather  than  the  art  budget. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  will  be  the  Commission  liaison  for 
this  project. 

II.  Airport 

There  was  no  action  on  the  the  Airport  Steering  Committee's 
recommendation  not  to  re-install  the  Freda  Koblick  sculpture 
"Night  Sky"  at  SF  International  Airport.    Freda  Koblick  was 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  and  submitted  a  letter  for  the 
Committee's  consideration.   Ms  Koblick's  lawyer  has 
requested  a  chance  to  address  the  Committee  next  month. 

III.  Consent  Calendar

IV.  New  Main  Library 

Susan  Pontious  showed  plans  for  Luther  Baumgarten's 
commission  which  deals  with  the  proportional  relationship  of 
text  to  a  page  using  the  model  of  the  golden  mean  and  takes 
the  form  of  a  9  x  15  foot  rectangular  granite  piece  on  the 
library's  Grove  Street  exterior.    The  granite  rectangle  is 
currently  shown  by  the  architects  as  being  three   5'  x  9' 
panels  because  it  was  staff  understanding  from  the  quarry 
that  the  boulders  from  which  the  panels  are  cut  will  not 
accommodate  a  larger  size.   Susan  Pontious  expressed  her 
concern  about  the  manner  in  which  the  panel  seam  intersected 
the  artist's  drawing.   She  reported  that  she  had  sent  the 


artist's  drawing  to  the  architects  with  an  inquiry  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  panels  could  be  cut  large  enough   not  to 
intersect  the  artist's  design  in  such  an  awkward  manner. 

V.  Mental  Health  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  reported  on  developments  with  both  the  George 
Gonzalez  and  Hilda  Shum  Commissions.   Gonzalez  has  completed 
his  structural  design  for  "Wu  Xing  Pavilion".   However  the 
project  manager,  Phyllis  Harding,   has  rejected  his  design 
for  the  interior  (which  was  previously  approved  by  the  Art 
Commission)  because  it  does  not  meet  her  need  for  a  potting 
shed  and  activity  center,  and  has  requested  that  the  artist 
revise  his  design.   Debra  Lehane  expressed  concern  that  the 
site  could  be  confused  as  a  recreational  space  when  it  is  a 
commissioned  art  project.   Furthermore,  costs  associated 
with  Oshpod  review  of  the  design  have  been  posted  to  the  art 
budget . 

Hilda  Shum  has  been  commissioned,  and  is  under  contract,  to 
design  three  pieces,  a  hanging  piece  in  the  lobby,  a  light 
sculpture  at  the  building  entrance,  and  a  series  of  column 
murals  in  the  day  rooms.   Susan  Pontious  advised  that  Ms. 
Harding  now  favors  commissioning  a  new  artist  for  the  lobby. 
The  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  has  written  a  letter 
explaining  that  the  Art  Commission  does  not  have  the 
administrative  funds  or  resources  to  commission  another 
artist  nor  can  we  involve  another  artist  and  still  meet  the 
project  design  schedule. 

The  Visual  Arts  Committee  directed  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Hospital  Chief  re-affirming 
that  the  design  of  the  Gonzalez  work  "Wu  Xing  Pavilion"  has 
been  approved  by  the  Art  Commission,  and  that  artist  Shum  is 
under  contract  for   three  pieces.   The  Committee  also 
indicated  that  art  enrichment  funds  should  not  be  used  to 
pay  OSHPOD. 

VI.  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit  Program 

A.    Rene  Castro/Francisco  Alarcon  poster  project 
Rene  Castro  presented  a  series  of  seven  new  works  created 
for  the  Market  Street  kiosks:  "Twin  Peaks",  "The  City", 
"yerba  Buena",  "Gold  Mountain",  "Market  Street  Blues", 
"Soother",  "We're  One".   Francisco  has  written  new  poems  in 
response  to  Market  Street,  and  Rene  has  developed  graphic 
images  to  complement  the  text.   Eleanor  Beaton  raised  the 
possibility  of  presenting  some  of  the  texts  in  Spanish. 
Commissioner  Lim  suggested  that  the  text  for  the  poem  "Gold 
Mountain"  be  presented  in  Chinese  characters. 

ORDERED:   Approval  of  artwork  by  Rene  Castro  and  Francisco 
X.  Alarcon  for  poster  series  on  Market  Street  kiosks.

B.   Monument  Markers 

Lisa  Scola  and  Thomas  Prosek  presented  their  revised  design 
for  two  sculptures  to  be  temporarily  installed  on  the  Market 
Street  sidewalk.   Eleanor  Beaton  noted  that  Laura  Riggs  has 
withdrawn  from  the  team.   The  sculptures  will  frame  views  to 
two  landmarks:  the  Ferry  Building  and  St.  Mary's  Cathedral. 
In  the  new  design,  viewing  windows  on  all  three  sides  of  the 
sculpture  have  been  replaced  by  binoculars.   The  artists 
presented  a  prototype  of  the  binocular  viewer  and  models  of 
the  sculpture  showing  the  sheetmetal  material  covering.  The 
artists  also  advised  that  the  Monument  Marker  facing  the 
Ferry  Building  does  not  provide  a  clear  view  to  the 
landmark,  but  is  obstructed  by  trees  and  signage,  thus  the 
viewing  window  would  show  a  photograph  of  the  monument 
rather  than  the  real  image. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  use  of  binoculars  in  the  revised 
design  and  whether  the  effect  would  be  forbidding  rather 
than  inviting  to  the  passerby  on  the  street.   The  artists 
were  directed  to  consider  another  design  approach,  possibly 
using  slits  rather  than  projections.   The  Committee 
recommended  that  the  artists  make  a  fullscale  model,  placed 
on  the  street  to  see  how  it  functions.   The  Committee  also 
requested  that  the  artists  eliminate  the  Ferry  Building 
monument  because  of  the  obscured  view,  and  select  an 
alternative  monument  where  a  clear  vista  can  be  attained. 
The  artists  budget  should  be  re-evaluated  for  feasibility. 


VII.  Mission  Police  Station 

Gail  Wittwer  showed  several  alternative  presentation  methods 
for  the  framing  of  "14  Stories".   Commissioners  favored  the 
metallic  silver  frame,  to  evoke  the  reference  to  the  story 
of  dancing  stars,  and  20  point  type  with  blue  ink. 
Placement  on  the  wall  should  be  staggered. 

ORDERED:  Approval  of  silver  frames,  text  printed  in  20  point 
type  in  blue  ink,  installed  in  staggered  formation  for 
presentation  of  "14  Stories"  in  Mission  Police  Station.

VIII.  Firestations  #  24,  44 

Susan  Pontious  showed  the  plans  for  the  two  firestations, 
and  conveyed  that  the  facades  provide  the  only  available 
site  for  artwork.   The  project  architect  has  recommended 
that  one  artist  be  commissioned  for  both  projects  because  of 


the  limited  budget  of  $17,000  for  each  project.   Ms. 
Pontious  noted  however  that  the  context  and  neighborhoods 
for  each  firestation  is  different.   The  Committee 
recommended  commissioning  two  artists,  one  for  each  project. 

Ms.  Pontious  also  asked  for  approval  of  guest  panelist 
Mildred  Howard  to  serve  on  the  panel  for  both  projects.

IX.  Historical  and  Interpretive  Signage  Project 

Jill  Manton  displayed  a  mock-up  showing  adjustments  that 
have  been  made  to  the  image  of  Fremont,  which  enlarge  the 
face  and  increase  the  thickness  of  the  lines. 

Commissioners  discussed  the  historical  approach  to  the 
project,  and  expressed  strong  feelings  that  there  should  be 
representations  of  more  women  and  inclusion  of  historical 
elements  to  encompassed  periods  before  and  after  the  Gold 
Rush.  The  text  and  imagery  for  the  North  and  King  Street 
segments  of  the  Embarcadero  is  still  being  prepared  and 
these  concerns  will  be  taken  into  consideration. 

X.  Courthouse  at  Polk  and  MacAllister. 

Jill  Manton  provided  background  on  this  new  art  enrichment 
project.   The  project  is  on  a  fast  track  schedule  and  to 
expedite  the  process,  a  number  of  artist  opportunities  have 
been  identified  by  staff.   These  include: 

*  bas  relief  on  the  entry  doors 

*  mosaic,  terrazzzo  work  in  the  lobby

II.   Main  Library/Report  on  Status  of  Lothar  Baumgarten 
Project 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  she  has  been  working 
with  Lothar  Baumgarten  and  the  staff  of  Pei,  Fried 
and  Cobb  to  resolve  issues  regarding  the  Zimbabwe 
Black  Granite  which  will  be  carved  with  the 
artist's  design.   They  have  been  unable  to  locate 
vendors  to  produce  a  single  slab  of  stone  to 
accommodate  the  entire  design.   The  size  of  the 
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stone  is  limited  by  the  cutting  and  finishing 
equipment  available,  as  a  result  there  will  be  two 
1/8"  horizontal  seams  interfering  with  the  proposed 
design. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  division  of  the 
drawing  by  the  panel  seams  was  not  acceptable,  and 
directed  that  the  artist  had  two  options:  1)  locate 
a  larger  stone  and  a  finisher  who  could  handle  it; 
or  2 )  reconfigure  the  drawing  to  accomodate  the 
necessary  seams. 

III.  Main  Library/Revised  Proposal  by  Anne  Hamilton  for 
Diagonal  Core  Wall 

Anne  Hamilton  presented  samples  of  annotated  cards 
from  the  card  catalog  which  will  form  the  surface 
of  diagonal  core  wall.   The  card  catalog  is  being 
replaced  by  a  computer  catalog.   Quotations  from 
the  sited  books  will  be  hand-written  on  each 
catalog  card,  recalling  the  intimate  experience  of 
the  reader  with  the  book.   The  annotated  cards, 
which  will  be  imbedded  in  a  surface  of  plaster, 
will  preserve  the  use  of  the  human  hand  and  the 
marks  of  individual  vs.  mechanical  reproduction. 

Nancy  Musser,  Chief  Librarian,  and  Kathy  Page 
indicated  their  support  of  the  artist's  concept. 
The  library  staff  will  be  involved  in  selecting  the 
books  and  quotations.

IV.  Airport/Freda  Koblick  Sculpture 

Debra  Lehane  distributed  a  staff  report  which  had 
been  reviewed  and  approved  by  artist  Freda  Koblick. 
The  staff  report  was  a  summary  of  the  terms 
discussed  by  Debra  Lehane  and  Commissioner 
Demetrios  with  Freda  Koblick  concerning  the  removal 
of  her  piece  Night    Sky   from  the  United  Hub  area  of 
the  north  terminal  of  the  airport  and  the  Airport 
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Steering  Commiteee ' s  recommendation  not  to  re- 
install the  piece  at  the  airport.   See  resolution 
for  the  specific  terms  of  the  agreement.   The 
Airport  must  approve  the  agreement  and  provide 
funding  for  the  marketing  materials,  the 
cleaning/restoration  of  Night    Sky,    staff's  time  to 
oversee  the  project  and  purchase  of  the  proposed 
acquisition  if  accepted.   The  artist  will  be  asked 
to  sign  a  statement  releasing  the  Art  Commission 
from  any  future  legal  action  concerning  Night    Sky 
if  the  terms  are  followed  by  the  Art  Commission.

Text 
will  be  superimposed  on  the  images,  in  contrasting 
values.   The  Committee  expressed  concern  over  the 
ability  to  read  superimposed  type,  and  the 
readability  of  the  titles,  and  requested  a  mockup 
of  both  vertical  and  horizontal  formats. 
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IX.  Market  Street/Monument  Marker 

Lisa  Scola  and  Thomas  Prosek  returned  to  the 
Committee  to  present  a  full-scale  mock-up  of  their 
proposal  for  a  sculpture  from  which  to  view 
prominent  city  landmarks  from  Market  Street.   Jill 
Manton  asked  the  Commissioners  to  review  the 
proposal  after  considering  the  issues  identified  in 
the  staff  report.   The  first  viewing  site  will 
focus  on  St.  Mary's  Cathedral;  after  six  months, 
the  sculpture  may  be  relocated  and  directed  toward 
the  Chinatown  Gate.

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  Commission  has  been 
invited  by  Muni  to  provide  art  work  for  two  new 
boarding  islands  planned  for  the  "M"  Line  on  19th 
Avenue.   Manton  proposed  that  the  San  Francisco 
State  University  Art  Department  be  involved  in  the 
project,  as  the  boarding  islands  are  near  the 
University.   Professors  Leonard  Hunter  and  Sheila 
Ghidini  will  work  with  students  to  design  lighting, 
canopies,  seating,  shelters,  fence  treatments,  etc.

Commissioners  requested  a  tour  of  the  Moscone  site 
before  discussing  any  of  the  recommendations. 

XII.  Old  Business. 

A.  Market  Street/People  Feeder 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  progress  of  this 
project  and  referred  to  Eleanor  Beaton's  staff 
report  on  this  item.  Apart  from  a  very  minor  design 
change  for  structural  purposes,  Jill  apprised  the 
Commissioners  of  some  of  the  potential  obstacles 
facing  the  implementation  of  the  project.  She 
called  upon  the  Commissioners  for  their  support  and 
assistance  in  the  future  if  a  meeting  is  scheduled 
to  discuss  this  with  some  of  the  Market  Street 
organizations . 

Commissioner  Demetrios  expressed  his  concern  that 
while  he  supported  a  project  like  this,  he  wanted 
to  be  certain  that  it  did  not  consume  an  inordinate 
amount  of  staff  time. 

B.  Richmond  Recreation  Center 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  both  she  and  Commissioner 
Demetrios  had  recently  attended  a  meeting  with 
artist  Seyed  Alavi  and  architects  Bob  Marquis  and 
Hal  Brandes.   Seyed  has  selected  a  particular  site 
on  which  he  will  focus  and  this  has  met  with  the 
basic  agreement  of  the  architects.  The  site  is  the 
pathway  that  leads  from  the  parking  lot  to  the 
building  entry.  A  meeting  will  soon  be  scheduled 
with  the  landscape  architect  at  which  time  the 
artist  will  communicate  and  visually  express  some 
of  his  conceptual  ideas  for  this  area.  The 
Commissioners  directed  staff  to  carefully  monitor 
the   project  and  asked  that  staff  be  present  at  as 
many  artist/architect  meetings  as  possible. 
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C.    Promenade  Ribbon/North  Embarcadero 
Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  project's  deficit 
would  be  somewhat  reduced  because  of  an 
architectural  credit  for  the  concrete,  gravel  and 
fill  that  would  have  been  required  if  the  ribbon 
were  not  part  of  the  project.  In  addition,  the 
ISTEA  grant  will  also  greatly  contribute  to  the 
reduction  of  our  deficit.  She  reported  that  she  is 
continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  staff  of  the 
WTP  to  identify  any  and  all  options  regarding  the 
implementation  of  the  project.

II.  Public  Art  Master  Plan 

Jill  Manton  initiated  discussion  by  summarizing  a  number 

of  issues  for  consideration: 

-the  creation  of  a  public  art  master  plan  be  incorporated 

into  the  long  range  planning  process 

-the  plan  should  be  linked  to  proposed  ordinance 

revisions,  which  might  allow  for  a  pool  of  public  art 

funds  that  could  be  used  for  a  project  at  a  high  impact 

site 

-the  Commission  should  avoid  being  locked  in  to  a 

permanent  plan 

Long  range  benefits  of  such  a  master  plan  include  the 

identification  of  high-impact  sites  for  sculpture  and 

installation  projects,  as  well  as  identification  of 

preapproved  sites  available  for  donations  of  artwork. 

Staff  expressed  concern  about  availability  of  adequate 

staff  and  funding  resources  to  proceed  with  the  creation 

of  a  masterplan  in  the  current  fiscal  year.

Initial  plans  were  to  place  the  sculptures  in  two 
Market  Street  locations:  l)Mechanics  Plaza  and  2)  the 
Market  Street  sidewalk  near  the  McKesson  Building. 
Because  the  McKesson  building  manager  has  declared 
opposition  to  the  project,  DPW  -  who  will  issue  a  sidewalk 


use  permit-  has  recommended  that  an  alternative  site  be 
found. 

The  artist,  Virginia  Stearns,  also  showed  a  detailed 
drawing  of  the  sculpture.   The  sculpture  conforms  to  ADA 
requirements,  through  the  addition  of  "warning  poles"  for 
those  with  impaired  sight,  and  the  inclusion  of  braille 
signage.   Canned  goods  only  will  be  provided,  to  avoid 
food  tampering.   Committee  members  recommended  that  the 
sculptures  have  an  open  back  to  discourage  use  as  a  trash 
receptacle;  furthermore,  they  suggested  that  installation 
plans  for  removal  of  the  brick  sidewalk  be  reviewed 
further  with  DPW  to  be  certain  this  is  allowable.  An 
alternative  installation  method  using  a  steel  plate  base 
should  be  considered. 

B.    Crystal  Huie  Poster  Series 

Eleanor  Beaton  presented  6  black  and  white  photographs, 
portraits  taken  along  Market  Street,  reflecting  the  area's 
cultural  diversity,   to  be  printed  as  a  poster  series.

b)  A  Panel  discussion  about  art  and  infrastructure, 
that  could  draw  on  examples  of  Alice  Aycock's  Library 
project,  as  well  as  Chris  Sproat ' s  and  Bruce  Hasson's 
parking  garage  projects. 

c)  An  Art  Commission  Gallery  exhibit  showcasing 
several  public  art  projects  with  display  of  maquettes 

d)  A  site-specific  project  in  a  public  location 
Committee  members  recommended  use  of  the  Gallery's  outdoor 
lot,  as  well  as  use  of  the  Airport  as  a  project  site. 

XI .  New  Business 

Keilani  Tom  presented  3  series  of  banner  designs  one 
to  be  displayed  along  4th  Street,  one  along  3rd  Street, 
and  one  along  Mission  Street  between  3rd  and  4th,  to 
initiate  a  new  banner  program  sponsored  by  the  CAO's 
Office,  and  timed  to  coincide  with  the  opening  of  Yerba 
Buena  Center  in  October. 

Banners  are  to  be  30  "  x  60"  in  accordance  with 
regulations  concerning  Muni  wires  attached  to  the 
lightpoles.   Ms.  Tom  showed  a  photographic  mock-up  of  the 
banners  in  the  context  of  the  street  environment. 
Committee  members  indicated  their  concern  for  the  small 
size  and  scale  of  the  banners.

V.  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit 

Susan  Leibovitz  Steinman  presented  the  model  of  the  "Urban 
Apple  Orchard",  the  temporary  garden  installation  planned 
for  the  vacant  area  between  the  Ferry  Building  and  Justin 
Herman  Plaza.   In  response  to  issues  previously  expressed 
by  the  Committee,  the  artist  has  reduced  elements  of  the 
design,  eliminating  the  herb  planters.   and  has  altered 
the  configuration  of  the  trees  so  there  is  a  more  open 

i ng .   The  sundial  has  been  moved  from  the  center 
where  it  potentially  obstructed  pedestrian  traffic  -  and 
now  is  the  sculptural  focus  for  one  of  the  design 
quadrants . 

Committee  members  also  had  registered  concern  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  trees  at  the  waterfront  site.   Steinman 
has  developed  a  detailed  maintenance  plan  after  conferring 
with  a  number  of  horticulturalists ,  arborists,  and 
landscape  architects,  however,  the  pro.iect  budget  has 
increased  as  a  result.   S.L.U.G.  has  agreed  to  carry  out 
the  maintenance  according  to  Steinman' s  plan.

VI.  International  Sculpture  Conference 

Joanne  Chow  Winship  reported  that  she  has  met  with  David 
Furchgott,  Executive  Director  of  the  International 
Sculpture  Center,  who  invited  the  Art  Commission  to  become 
a  local  sponsor  of  the  conference  through  a  publication  of 
local  activities,  approximately  4-8  pages,  in  the 
[Sculpture  Conference  official  brochure.   Committee  members 
recommended  sponsorship,  subject  to  cost,  which  Winship 


will  provide  to  the  Committee  at  a  future  meeting. 
Winship  also  proposed  panel  topics  for  the  conference  to 
Furchgott,  who  expressed  interest  in  the  subject  of  the 
Vaillancourt  Fountain  and  its  related  copyright  issues. 

Committee  members  discussed  plans  for  developing  a 
sculpture  site  plan  and  commissioning  sculpture 
installations  in  conjunction  with  the  conference  scheduled 
for  August.  1994.   The  research  of  sites,  identification 
and  selection  of  artists,  and  oversight  of  the 
installation  of  artworks  would  be  difficult  to  accomplish 
in  time  for  the  conference.   Additional  concerns  were 
raised  about  the  fact  that,  given  the  timeframe,  there 
would  not  be  time  for  an  artist  to  create  new  work,  thus 
existing  work  would  have  to  be  used.   Furthermore,  there 
are  no  provisions  for  paying  artists  an  honorarium,  or 
covering  expenses  for  insurance  and  installation. 

The  Committee  asked  staff  to  estimate  the  cost  of 
developing  an  initial  site  plan  and  profile  of  six  sites, 
as  a  test  model  for  developing  a  larger  site  plan  for  the 
entire  city.   Estimated  cost  would  be  $5,000  for  a 
consultant  to  complete  the  work  in  six  months,  and  $2,500 
for  staff  oversight  of  consultant.   Jill  Manton  provided 
the  Committee  with  a  list  of  potential  consultant  s  to 
prepare  the  site  plan.   Visual  Art  Committee  members  will 
bring  a  recommendation  to  the  Finance  Committee.

VII.  Muni  M  Line 

Jill  Manton  summarized  the  collaborative  design  process 
between  artists  Leonard  Hunter  and  Sheila  Ghidini,  the 
19th  Avenue  community,  and  UEB,  Muni  and  Art  Commission 
staff,   emphasizing   the  success  of  this  collaboration. 
However,  the  Public  Utility  Commissioners  have  expressed 
concerns  about  design  consistency  throughout  Muni.   As  a 
result,  the  M  Line  platform  designs  will  be  presented  to 
the  PUC  for  approval  before  proceeding  with  the  design. 
Staff  requested  Art  Commissioners  advocacy  for  the 
platform  designs. 


Committee  members  expressed  enthusiastic  support  for 
Hunter  and  Ghidini's  design,  and  stated  their  belief  that 
the  artists'  continued  involvement  in  refining  the  design 
would  be  essential  to  its  success.   Commissioner  Healy 
noted  this  as  a  breakthrough   collaboration  between 
artists,  the  community  and  city  infrastructure. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  departed  at  4:20  during  Item  VII. 
Due  to  lack  of  a  quorum,  the  remainder  of  the  meeting  was 
for  informational  purposes  only. 

VIII.  Vaillancourt  Fountain 

City  Attorney  Kate  Hermann  Stacy  reported  that  she  has 
been  researching  the  existing  laws  that  might  have  an 
impact  on  the  Vaillancourt  Fountain,  but  noted  that  the 
research  is  preliminary  and  ongoing.   Her  staff  may 
associate  with  a  copyright  counsel  for  further 
clarification. 

Research  has  centered  on  the  federal  Visual  Artists' 
Rights  Act  and  the  California  Preservation  Law  Statute 
to  determine  if  either  would  prohibit  destroying,  altering 
or  relocating  the  Fountain.   The  federal  law  does  not 
I  ipply,  as  the  law  was  written  in  1990  and  only  applies  to 
artwork  created  or  installed  after  that  date;  the 
Vaillancourt  Fountain  was  accepted  into  the  City 
Collection  in  1971.    Where  artwork  is  attached  to  real 
property,  the  California  Preservation  Law  Statute 
identifies  procedures  for  the  removal  of  artwork  and 
procedures  when  the  artwork  cannot  be  removed  without 
destruction . 

Thus,  according  to  current  laws,  Stacy  does  not  see  any 
prohibition  to  removing  or  dismantling  the  fountain,  at 
this  time.   She  stressed,  however,  that  a  strong  rationale 
would  be  required  to  do  so. 

Eula  Walters  of  Citizens  for  Open  Space  to  retain  the 
Vaillancourt  Fountain,  submitted  additional  signatures  in 
support  of  the  Fountain. 

IX.  Diego  Rivera  Mural 

Debra  Lehane  asked  the  Committee  to  confirm  that  there  was 
no  change  in  their  position  on  studying  the  relocation  of 
the  Diego  Rivera  mural  at  City  College.    Commissioner 
Healy  referred  to  a  Committee  opinion  of  March,  1990, 
which  found  that  the  theatre  was  not  an  appropriate  site; 
the  Committee  had  made  a  motion  to  study  the  feasibility 
of  relocating  the  mural  in  the  new  college  library. 


Committee  members  continue  to  strongly  support  the 
proposed  relocation  of  the  mural,  noting  that  there  is 
restricted  access  to  it  in  its  current  location. 

X.    Richmond  Recreation  Center. 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  status  of  Seyed  Alavi's 
project.    Alavi  was  directed  to  develop  a  project  for  the 
landscaped  area  adjacent  to  the  Richmond  Recreation  Center 
at  18th  and  19th  Avenues.   Working  with  the  landscape 
architect  five  preliminary  schemes  were  developed,  which 
were  presented  to  the  client  and  architect.   However,  due 
to  an  apparent  lapse  in  communication  with  the  landscape 
architect,  and  the  need  to  meet  a  deadline  for  submittal 
of  drawings,  Alavi  proceeded  to  work  on  his  own  to 
synthesize  his  understanding  of  comments  made  by  client 
and  architect  at  a  meeting  last  month.   Some  of  the 
elements,  such  as  the  loose  stones,  fruit  trees,  flowers 
and  water  features,  pose  code  and   maintenance  problems, 
although  there  are  other  elements,  including  the  inscribed 
poems,  which  the  architect  would  like  to  synthesize  into 
the  overall  design. 

Alavi  described  the  drawing  in  greater  detail  to  Committee 
members  and  expressed  his  interest  in  working  with  the 
architect  and  landscape  architect  to  discuss  the  overall 
concept  which  guides  the  design  and  the  significance  of 
each  of  the  elements.   A  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Friday 
to  discuss  the  design  with  the  client  and  the  architect. 
The  Commissioners  expressed  their  support  for  further 
collaboration  to  occur  between  artist  and  landscape  artist 
to  resolve  design  issues  and  conflicts.

IV.   San  Francisco  International  Airport 
A.  Curator  Susan  Pontious  requested  a  waiver  of  the 
current  public  art  program  eligibility  guidelines  which 
specify  that  an  artist  currently  holding  a  major 
commission  is  not  eligibile  for  another  commission  for  a 
period  of  five  years.   The  purpose  of  this  waiver  is  to 
avoid  exclusion  of  local  artists  from  the  one-time 
opportunity  presented  by  the  Airport  expansion  program, 
and  to  fulfill  a  mandate  of  employing  local  artists  of 
ethnic  diversity.   The  Committee  agreed  to  waive 
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eligibility  guidelines  for  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  project  on  a  one-time  only  basis. 

B)    Roger  Berry,  the  artist  who  is  preparing  the  Arts 
Master  Plan  for  the  airport  expansion,  showed  the 
Committee  schematic  drawings  of  the  airport  expansion 
design.   Five  buildings  will  be  added,  each  designed  by  a 
different  architectural  team.   Berry  also  outlined  a 
general  framework  for  the  development  of  the  art  program: 
the  first  phase  will  focus  on  the  selection  of  artists  to 
create  integrated  artwork,  working  with  the  architectural 
team  .   The  second  phase  will  involve  the  commissioning  of 
discrete  artwork  for  specific  places.   These  opportunities 
for  commissions  will  be  identified  during  schematic 
design,  to  take  place  January  through  May,  1994.   The 
third  phase  will  identify  potential  options  for  re- 
configuring the  permanent  airport  collection.   And  the 
fourth  phase  will  identify  technical  infrastructure   for 
art  opportunities  -  such  as  a  video  wall-   for  which  the 
airport  itself  will  be  responsible  for  long  term 
programming . 

To  proceed  with  the  first  phase,  Berry  recommended  a 
process  wherebj  a  team  of  eighl  artists  would  be 
^^M^   fied  to  participate  on  the  design  team.   Artists 

■  it  be  selected  through  a  charrette  process,  and  must  be 
able  to  work  on  a  fast  track  schedule.   Finalists  will  be 
selected  on  or  close  to  January  26,  1994.   Susan  Pontious 
invited  Commissioners  to  suggest  artist  candidates. 
Commissioner  Healy  volunteered  to  serve  as  Commission 
liaison  for  the  January  selection;  during  subsequent 
selection  for  subsequent  stages  Visual  Art  Committee 
members  may  share  the  responsibility  of  liaison  role. 

Commissioners  also  questioned  the  relationship  of  planning 
for  the  Airport  Exhibition  Program  and  the  planning  for 
the   expansion  of  the  Airport  Collection  and  voiced  a 
preference  to  have  the  programs  developed  in  conjunction 
with  one  another,  rather  than  separately.

Eleanor  Beaton  reported  on  changes  in  the  Muni  Sound 
project  to  be  implemented  by  Bill  Fontana.   Originally 
conceived  as  a  live  sound  broadcast  from  the  Castro 
Theatre  Organ  into  the  Castro  Street  Muni  Station,  the 
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artist  subsequently  revised  the  project.   Fontana  intended 
to  create  a  70  minute  compact  disc  recording  of  sounds  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Market  Street  Muni  stations,  to  be 
played  back  into  five  Muni  stations  for  a  duration  of  one 
month.
